New York is considering a proposition 
to seuore arbitration in all labor diffi- 
culties. The clause proposes a board 
of arbitrators, to be elected for a term 
of three years. No person is permitted 
to roie for more than three persons. 
On application "by an employer of 
labor or by not less than 50 employes 
belougiojr to labor organizations Viav- 
in£ 1,000 or mare members within the 
state," this court of arbitrators is em- 
po wed to "arbitrate and decide the con- 
troversy or correct the grievance." 
The decision of the board is to have 
the same effect as that of. any other 
judicial tribunal. The American people 
are practical people and they will reach 
some way of terminating the turmoil 
of strikes and lockouts. It is a healthy 
sign, the agitation going on every- 
where in this respect. We would like 
to see some such law made national, If 
possible, that all disputes might be set- 
tled without resort to to the barbarous 
methods of force or starvation.

steamboat plowed the waters of the 
Ohio? Where it was built, its dimen- 
sions and cut, the name of the owner 
and of the boat, and the particulars of 
its first voyage? 


To Nicholas J. Roosevelt belongs, the 


honor of first buildingasteamboat, and 
with it navigating the Ohio. But before 
telling the story, it would be well to ob- 
serve the condition of navigation on the 
Ohio before steamboats were intro- 
duced. The crafts used Qrst by the 
white men, and until the time of the 
steamboat, were keel boats, barges and 
flat-boats. There was a class of river- 
men at that day, as now, whose sole 
business was to navigate the Ohio. 
Keel boats and barges were made to 
ascend as well as to descend the river. 
The llat-boat was made only to float 
down stream, and was broken up at the 
end of the voyage. The keel boat was 
long and slender, sharp fore and aft, 
with a narrow gangway put within the 
gunwale, for the boat-men as they 
poled or worked up stream, when not 
aided by eddies that made their oars 
available. When the keel boat was 
covered, by a low house, lengthwise, be- 
tween the gangways, it was called a 
barge. Fiat boats were culled.broad- 
horns. Keel boats, 
Hat boats 
and 


bargcsall had prodigious steering oars, 
and had great side oars fixed on pivots. 


Mr. Roosevelt consulted with Chan- 


cellor Livingston, of New York, and Mr. 
Fulton, the celebrated inventor, and

Tlie eccentric testator in Lord Lyt- 


ton'a '*Monev" certainly did not play a 
more cruel trick upon his expectant 
relatives than a Polish landed proprie- 
tor named Zalesky, who died in March, 
1889, 
in the province of Taurida, says 


the London Daily KOWH. This man 
left a will in n sealed packet, marked: 
"To be opened after my death." When 
the envelope wns torn off, another one 
was found underneath, with the words: 
MTo "bo opened six weeks after the first 
envelope has been opened." At tho 
end of the six weeks It was found there 
wns a third envelope, with tho inscrip- 
tion: "To be opened in a year." 


After waiting impatiently for another 


twelve months the relatives found yet 
another envelope, which said: "To be 
opened in two years." Finally the will 
was opened, when it was found that 
the testator bequeathed one hundred 
thousand roubles, or one-half of his 
fortune, to that person among his rela- 
tives who should be proved to have tho 
largest nnmber of children. The other 
half was to be invested for a hundred 
years, at the end of which time it was 
to be divided, together with the inter- 
est, among his descendants. 


It is not to be wondered at that this 


will has become the subject of a law- 
suit, the family, with one exception, 
declaring the testator to have been of 
unsound mind- 


boat, on which he nnd his wife proposed 
to iloat to New Orleans. This boat had 
a bed-room, dining-room, pantry and 
large room in front for the urew, witli 
a fire-place where -the cooking was 
done.

cook. The flat boat floated by day and 
laid to at night.

The only places of any importance be- 
tween Pittsburg and New Orleans, were 
Cincinnati, Louisville and Natchez, and 
they 
were then insignificant little 


towns. 


Mr. Roosevelt had letters of introduc- 


tion to all the principal persons alonp 
the route, and to all he explained his 
purpose in the trip, and his intention 
to build a steamboat at Pittsburg and 
come down the river with it. 
He was 


listened to respectfully, but no one be- 
lieved in him. Neither did he receive 
the slightest encouragement from any- 
one. The pilots and the boatmen were 
the most skeptical of all. He told them 
of the successful navigation with steam 
on the Hudson three years before, but 
that had no effect- They replied that it 
could not be done on the Ohio and Miss- 
issippi, but they could not shake Mr. 
Roosevelt's sonfidencc, nor he their un- 
belief. 


He told them when he would be along 


wilh his steamboat, and engaged his 
supplies then and there. He sounded 
the depths of the rivers as he went along 
measured the currents, and obtained 
all the information as to them that he 
conld. 
He also made estimates as to 


the future development of the country. 
When he found coal banks along the 
Ohio, he purchased and opened them, 
and ordered coal mined and laid aside 
till his steamboat, notyel built, should 
come along. 


He reached i\"ew Orleans on Dec- 


ember I, 1SOO, and went around to Ne'.v 
York in a sailing vessel. The yellow 
fever developed aboar.l. and Mr. and 
.Mrs. Roosevelt got off the ship at Old 
Point Comfort, nml weultheuce. to New 
York liy stajfe, reaching there January 
l. 
r>, 1S10. 
He made his report t-i Messrs. 


Fill ton and Livingston, antl they deter- 
mined to aid him in tlie enterprise1. 
This is the s;ilue Chancellor Livingston 
who administered thcoatliof utlice lo 
iiuorge Washington when first inaugu- 
rated as president of the ("niled Stales, 
ou April :ii), 17S'.i, :uul who was the firm 
friend of N'apoleun ISonaparU- while ;ui 
envoy from his 'nvn country to Trance.

The diffi- 
culty was to get suitable timlierfor the 
boat. The men required to get it out 


four berths. Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt 
were, the only passengers, no one else 
would take passage. There was a cap- 
,lain, an engineer named Balcer, Andrew 
Jack the pilot, six hands, two female 
servants, a-man waiter, a coolr, and a 
big Newfoundland dog, called Tiger. 


The people of Piltsbiirg turned out 


enmossc to witness the commencement 
of the voyage. The shores everywhere 
after leaving I'ittsburg wore covered 
with the virgin forest down to the 
water's edge. 


Mr. ami Mi's. Roosevelt sat up most 


of the first night of tlie voyage watch- 
ing the progress of the boat. The sec- 
ond day after leaving Pittsburg, the 
New Orleans rounded to in front of Cin- 
cinnati and dropped her anchor. The 
whole town \\as on the river front. 
Many of Mr. Roosevelt's former ac- 
quaintances ciiiuo out to him in small 
boats to congratulate him on his suc- 
cess, but they all assured him he conld 
never go up stream 
with liis boat 


The New Orleans only stopped at Cin- 
cinnati long enough to take in a supply 
of wood, and left for Louisville. 
It 


was at midnight, with a Hood of moon- 
light, on October 1, 1811, when the New 
Orleans approached Louisville. 


The noise of the escaping steam and 


the revolution of tho wheels, heard for 
first time, aroused the entire popula- 
tion, and crowds rushed to the river 
front to learn the cause of the awful 
noise, never heard before. 
Many peo- 


ple thought that the comet of 1S11, had 
fallen in the Ohio, and was making the 
noise, but when the New Orleans came 
in sight, all doubts were dispelled. 


The next morning Mr. Roosevelt's 


friends came aboard, and told him the 
same

Cincinnati. 
They 
as- 


sured him his was-the first and last 
steamboat that would be seen above the 
falls of the Ohio. A few days after.the 
citi/.ens gave him a public dinner ashore 
at which he was congratulated on his 
success in bringing a steamboat down 
the river, but he was assured that she 
would never ascend. 


Mr. Roosevelt had no predictions to 


make then, but invited the company to 
a return banquet on board the New 
Orleans, ou a day he named. The time 
of the banquet aboard the New Orleans 
arrived and the company met in the

Ohio they met a rise which hert backed 
up from the Misssisippi. They passed 
through bands of Indians who were 


about them in canoes. One night the 
boat got on fire in the forward cabin, 
from wood piled near the stove, but 
happily it was extinguished without 
great damage. 
Above the mouth of the 


Ohio the boat- was supplied with coal 
that had been rained and brought to the 
bank expressly. After reaching the 
Mississippi, the boat tied up each after- 
noon while the crew went ashore and 
cut and brought in wood for the next 
lay's consumption. . 


At New Madrid, some of the people 


whose homes had been swallowed up in 
the earthquakes, begged to he taken 
iboard, while others, frightened by the 
steamboat, took to the woods and hid. 


The voyage on the Mississippi, when 


they were out in the river was oppress- 
ive 03- its silence. The shores on either 
side were a wilderness. The occur- 
rence of the earthquakes over-awed all; 
even the dog Tiger xvas conscious of 
these shocks, and 
would howl and 


mourn, and come to Mrs. Roosevelt for 
sympathy. 


Tlic llatboatmen that they met and 


passed, were similarity affected, they 
had no jovial greetings. The earth- 
quakes had cayed in so much of the 
banks, and make such changes in the 
river, that their pilot was lost.

The terror of the river, of the comet 


and of the earthquake did-not prevent 
lie Captain of the boat from making 
ove to Mrs. Roosevelt's maid, and they 
were betrothed at Natchez and married 
when they arrived at New Orleans.
